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He graduated from Mass College of Art with a degree in 
painting and later received a degree in education from 
Tufts University.

At 7:35 pm Harbormaster Steve Mach met with 
the board for a department update. A letter to apply for 
reinstatement had been received, but the person was not 
able to be present, and Selectman Lombard asked that the 
matter be delayed until he could be present before the 
board.

reasonable/' Selectman Jeffrey said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
approve the request. 

The board also received a request from the First 
Congregational Church of Marion to waive the $1,600 
building permit fee for pending restoration work to the 
Captain's Meeting House which is expected to begin in 
the near future. As a member of the church. Chairman 
Pierce recused himself from the meeting and Selectman 
Jeffrey took over as Chairman pro tem. The board agreed 
to take this matter under advisement and render a deci- 
sion at a later date as per their usual practice.

"As far as the Grassi bog is concerned, we have 
been offered and we've accepted an easement on the bog 
to the federal farm bureau ... to not grow cranberries on 
the property," Mr. Gurney said. "But we have to get the 
town's permission to do that." 

Chairman Pierce read from Article 27 noting the 
"no farming" easement would cost $60,000 to be provided 
from federal funds. 

"I'm not against this, but what does the easement 
mean?"

"If it was local, it would probably be part of a 
conservation restriction," Mr. Gurney explained. "(The 
federal government) just uses different terminology."

"This is a piece of property that was a bargain 
sale from Ms. Grassi/' Mr. Rockwell added. ''She sold it to 
us for $72,000.

The board informed Mr. Sol that this issue re- 
mains with the Board of Appeals, since it would be a 
variance. "They have to decide whether to give you a 
special permit to run (a junkyard) business on your 
agricultural property/' Chairman Laboa said. 

At 7:00 pm the board met with Gerald Lorusso 
who was not on the agenda but asked for permission to 
address the board. So as to avoid a conflict of interest. 
Selectman Morse recused himself from the meeting. 

Mr. Lorusso has been working with the town in 
an attempt to develop the so-called Striar property into a 
joint commercial nursery, rock-crushing plant and hous- 
ing development. They came to a mutual agreement with 
the town "in good faith," according to Mr. Lorusso, but as 
of their most recent hearing before the Planning Board, 
Mr. Lorusso expressed reservations about Town Counsel 
Daniel C. Perry.

"For about the next ten-plus months, we negoti- 
ated back and forth," he said. "(Mr.) Perry led the negotia- 
tions on the settlement agreement for the town ... (which) 
created the framework for the project.

the settlement agreement was to try and get this reviewed 
in a 60-day timeframe. After filing it on November 22, on 
about the sixtieth day ... we received a letter (in which) 
Mr. Perry made some statements which were, again, 
factually incorrect. All these statements were made 
without any backup. When statements are made by the 
Town Counsel to the Planning Board ... it's taken with a 
lot of credence.''

finder — whether it's a jury an arbitrator or a judge — 
can decide what was really meant by the parties/' 

According to Mr. Lorusso, as the 60-day deadline 
quickly approached, Mr. Perry sent them a letter at the 
last minute to address "some issues which had come up'' 
over the project. 

"Our attorney called (Mr.) Perry ... (but) Mr. Perry 
refused to discuss the issues with (our attorneys) and he 
purposefully accused us of trying to mislead the town," 
Mr. Lorusso said. "We have tried several times to (talk) to 
Mr. Perry and he wouldn't call (our attorneys) back. He 
refuses to meet with us ... we even asked him to meet with 
us and the Board of Selectmen and review ... the settle- 
ment agreement." 

Mr. Lorusso said he took exception to being 
accused of attempting to "mislead the town" when he felt 
both parties were acting in good faith on the project. He 
also cited a follow-up letter sent from Mr. Perry to the 
Planning Board on March 8 — a copy of which they didn't 
receive until two weeks later. "The letter was just full of 
inaccuracies," he said. "It was Mr. Perry's crafting of 
which permits we needed ... that was the language that 
found its way into the settlement agreement." 

Lastly, Mr. Lorusso informed the board that at the 
conclusion of their last hearing before the Planning Board, 
Mr. Perry informed his attorneys as they were standing in 
the hall: "You know what, I'm done with this, it's up to 
you to make the (Planning Board) happy," he said.

town attorney work hard to craft an agreement and then 
decide he's just going to prejudice the process,'' Mr. 
Lorusso said. "At this point, I don't think we can get a fair 
review based on the posture he's taken." 

"I understand there were concerns about the 
water table and the impact on the environment," Select- 
man Nunes said. "I can't speak for Mr. Perry, but that may 
have had some determination on the new (issues) the 
Planning Board had to review. I'm not inclined at this 
point to do an investigation on Mr. Perry. The Planning 
Board has not come before the Board of Selectmen asking 
that Mr. Perry be withdrawn. I think he's trying to give 
sound legal advice to the Planning Board and, again, I'm 
not hearing from the Planning Board that they're upset 
with (his) interpretation." 

"If there are issues being brought forward from 
the applicant that he's not getting a fair review, it 
wouldn't require the Planning Board, who's doing the 
reviewing, to substantiate that he is or isn't getting a fair 
review," Chairman Laboa said. "He's telling us he's not 
getting a fair review from a town board and Town Coun- 
sel. We have a complaint from an applicant ... I think we 
owe it to ourselves to at least check into it in some man- 
ner." 

"Mr. Perry drafted the settlement agreement," 
Selectman Nunes added. "I don't have any firsthand 
knowledge of a bias (from Mr. Perry). I'm not going to 
assume he (is biased). If anyone knows of a bias or 
inappropriate behavior, it would be the members of the

Planning Board, not the Board of Selectmen/' 

'The difficulty here is you have a multitude of 
town boards involved/' Mr. Huntoon said. "Mr. Perry is 
now representing the Planning Board. Now it's going 
before the Board of Appeals." 

But Selectman Nunes bristled at the suggestion 
that Mr. Perry be either investigated or replaced as legal 
counsel in this matter. "Mr. Perry has been involved in 
this from day one," he said. "I'm not going to yank him 
now." 

"We've only received a complaint from an appli- 
cant ... which we can either investigate or ignore," Chair- 
man Laboa said. "I don't think anyone here is suggesting 
removing (Mr. Perry)."

Mr. Huntoon did suggest the option of appointing 
a Special Counsel to come in and mediate the matter to 
see if both parties are indeed acting in "good faith.'' 

"It's a tough situation, but I'd hate to see the town 
get into litigation that's not necessary," Mr. Huntoon said. 
"Rest assured, that piece of property is going to be 
developed somehow." 

"I think the process should just take care of itself," 
Selectman Nunes said, maintaining his position. "(Attor- 
ney) Perry has been involved from the beginning." 

"He's refusing to talk to us (and) in many cases, 
he's ignored the (original) settlement agreement, so he's 
forcing us to go back to court," Mr. Lorusso said. "If he's 
being less than objective, why would the Planning Board 
object to that? The Planning Board is dealing in good 
faith, but they're not going to go against the advice of 
Town Counsel." 

"If we have an independent counsel come in, 
we've got nothing to lose and something to gain," Mr. 
Huntoon said. "The Board of Selectmen are signatories to 
that agreement and, potentially, a party to any litigation. I 
think it would be money well-spent. I think you need at 
least one look from an independent party." 

"I'm being asked to take part in an investigation 
to see whether Town Counsel is acting biased against this 
project," Selectman Nunes said. "I have a feeling that this 
is just shopping for a favorable attorney." 

"There should always be an avenue for an appeal, 
a complaint, or an allegation," Chairman Laboa said.

Marion Library Grant 

Marion's Elizabeth Taber Library has been 
selected to receive a $20,000 state grant to plan a major 
expansion and improvements, but only if residents vote to 
match it at the April 25 Annual Town Meeting. 

As a result, the library trustees are campaigning 
to get as many voters as possible to show up. "We're 
canvassing the whole town by mail, button-holing friends 
and neighbors on the street, and trying for as much media 
attention as the library can get," said Robert Hlady, 
President of the Library Trustees. 

"We want everybody there — members, non- 
members, friends and the not-so-friendly," he said. "The 
Elizabeth Taber Library is a resource for everybody in 
town, and we want the planning process to pull in as 
many ideas as possible from as many sources as possible." 

The trustees have already produced a "building 
program," which is an assessment of needs and descrip- 
tion, in general, of what kind of facility will be required to 
fill those needs, Mr. Hlady said. It's available on the Town 
of Marion website, and at the circulation desk. 

Over the course of nearly four years now, a 
planning and building committee of the trustees has 
surveyed residents, librarians and teachers, conducted 
focus groups, and employed a professional library 
building consultant to produce the building program. It 
was put together using guidelines that have been ap- 
proved by the Massachusetts Board of Library Commis- 
sioners. 

Based on a projected "build-out" population of 
8,500 for Marion, Mr. Hlady said, the building guidelines 
indicate that the town will need a library with about 
16,000 square feet of usable space. The current facility has 
only a little more than 4,200 square feet. 

"Throughout the early planning process," Mr.

Hlady said, "we've aimed right for the middle of space 
guidelines. We're not out to build any palaces, but we 
don't want to do this on the cheap, either. In all likeli- 
hood, the library that we build this time around will serve 
the town indefinitely — unless the population somehow 
outgrows the limits imposed by current zoning." 

Exactly how to expand a small, 19th-century 
building into a much larger, up-to-date facility is a 
question bound to excite a certain amount of controversy, 
Mr. Hlady said. "And that's the way it should be," he 
added. 

The first use for the state grant and local matching 
funds will be to hire architects and engineers to study the 
comparative costs and benefits of various approaches to 
the expansion, Mr. Hlady said. "Basically, there are three 
ways to do an expansion on such a scale," he explained. 
"You can add on, you can demolish and rebuild, as 
Sippican School did, or you can put up a new facility at 
another location. Before we make any final decisions, we 
want reliable, professional advice." 

For instance, according to Mr. Hlady, no one

knows whether the structure of the existing Elizabeth 
Taber Library is robust enough to support a large-scale 
expansion. No one knows how much it might cost to 
bring the old building's electrical system up to date. No 
one knows whether asbestos is lurking inside the existing 
walls. "Once we can answer some important, preliminary 
questions like these," he said, "we'll be in position to 
make informed decisions and move ahead with reason- 
able plans." 

"That's what the planning and design grant is all 
about — doing things the right way," Mr. Hlady said.

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Original Sin

Sin City. Starring Bruce Willis, Mickey Rourke, and 
Clive Owen. Directed by Frank Miller and Robert 
Rodriguez. Running time: 126 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The man is a sap — a rumpled Galahad, willing to throw it all over 
for a dame. He knows this, but it doesn't stop him. He takes on the whole 
rotten world, or, at least, the world he knows — the city and all its crawling 
demons, the low-level thugs and the high-level cops, politicians and clergy 
who set them in motion. In the electrifying Sin City, a triptych of /z7m noir 
taken directly from a series of graphic novels written ana drawn by Frank 
Miller, there are three such men. Tney are different men — honest cop John 
Hartigan (Bruce Willis), hulking bruiser Marv (Mickey Rourke), and 
smooth criminal Dwight (Clive Owen) — but in essence, they're the same 
man. 

Miller's stories take some getting used to. After making tons of 
money for the major comics companies — Marvel with Daredevil, DC with 
Batman: The Dark Knight Returns — Miller was ready for a project closer to 
his heart, an unabashed tribute to hard-boiled crime fiction. The Sin City 
books — there are seven in all — are drenched in Miller's love of the genre, 
and the movie version, brought to life by Robert Rodriguez (who co- 
directed with Miller), is head over heels in love with Miller's vision. The 
look of the film quotes extensively from Miller's chiaroscuro drawings, 
with bits of color strategically disrupting the pristine black-and-white 
gloom. Remember how you used to copy the Sunday funnies by pressing 
a glob of Silly Putty onto the page? Rodriguez' Sin City is a giant piece of 
cinematic Silly Putty, and it's just as fun (and elastic) as that sounds. 

After a brief prologue involving a slick Josh Hartnett encountering a 
red-draped Marley Sheiton (this was the footage Rodriguez used to sell a 
wary Miller on his concept for the movie), we get a few minutes of "That 
Yellow Bastard," wherein aging cop Hartigan seems to be thwarted in his 
attempt to save an H-y ear-old girl from the degenerate scion (Nick Stahl) 
of a senator. We leave Hartigan for a while, and take up the story of Marv, 
"The Hard Goodbye," in which the big lug obsessively tracks down the 
murderer of a hooker (Jaime King) who, despite his saucepan mug, gave 
him a memorable night in a heart-shaped bed. The tale proceeds and ends 
quite noir-ishly, with a pit stop in the realm of horror, as Marv faces off 
against a silent cannibal (Flijah Wood, as un-Frodo as he can get). 

The handsomer but no less hard-bitten Dwight stars in the next story, 
"The Big Fat Kill," in which someone dies who isn't supposed to, threat- 
ening the delicate truce between the denizens of Oldtown (a section of Sin 



City owned and operated by armed-to-the-teeth hookers led by a feral 
Rosario Dawson) and the police. From there we segue back to "That 
Yellow Bastard," wherein Hartigan rises from the almost-dead to protect 
the now-grown girl, Nancy Callahan (Jessica Alba), from the genetically 
twisted remix of the sick freak he thought he'd killed. 

Everyone involved in Sin City not only understands this lurid uni- 
verse but has a grand time playing in it. They're fully committed to 
speaking Miller's sometimes stilted crime-novel dialogue; it's the lan- 
guage ofblood, revenge, desperation. Of all the actors — including Rutger 
Hauer in a tiny but creepy turn as a despicable cardinal — Mickey Rourke 
most viscerally gets the soul of noir. His Marv is a tough-guy sentimentalist 
who has certain guidelines — "I don't hurt girls" — but takes to brawling 
and torture like a natural-born psycho, all the while popping pills meant 
to keep him from getting "confused." Rourke submerges himself in this 
shambling mass or v^iolence without a hint of ego; his comeback deserves 
to begin here. 

Sin City is a gleaming pop revelation, a completely realized vision in 
a way that the similar but sadly uninvolving Sky Captain and the World of 
Tomorrow wasn't. (It'll be ideal for DVD, where the burnished visuals can 
tickle your eyeballs over and over.) Robert Rodriguez is a lifelong comics 
geek and tireless DIY digital filmmaker, and Sin City is what he's been 
getting at all these years. His sense of play is inseparable from Miller's; the 
books nave the charming feel of a guy doodling stories that excite him, and 
so does the movie. Miller loves gun- toting, sword-swinging women, and 
Sin City gives him the silent, deadly Miho (Devon Aoki) to conjure with — 
she's the mirror image of the wordless cannibal, and she could easily move 
from Oldtown into the world of Kill Bill. (Rodriguez' buddy Quentin 
Tarantino, the maestro behind Kill Bill, dropped by the set and directed a 
morbidly funny scene between Dwight and a sicko played over-the-top by 
Benicio Del Toro.) Sin City doesn't touch mundane reality for a minute, 
confining itself to a hermetic yet teeming universe of knights in trenchcoats, 
dragons with badges, and damsels creating distress. As a work of pulp- 
fiction devotion, it's the most vital American film in years.
